TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 19.—At the instance

Buffalo had been “fixed,” as well as the
Pullman conductors and that there was not
the slightest chance of his getting into
trouble .by aiding her.

The woman offered Massett, he said, $5
for every Chinaman who was allowed to
enter Olean and there take the Erie trains
for Chicago unmolested.

Ceremonles at a House In Which Plerre
Van Cortlandt Entertained Washington.

PEEKSKILL, N. Y., Jan. 19.—In the biting
cold several score of New York Daughters
of the Revolution, together with the local
Daughters and Sons, rode in sleighs to the
old Van Cortlandt farm this noon and un-
veiled a bronze tablet on the Van Cortlandt
farmhouss. The tablet is 2 feet by 1!4 feet
in dimensions, has a rosctte at each corner
and the s=al of the Daughters of the Revo-
lution. The ingeription is:

Gen. George Washington, with his aides,
slept in this house many nights, while making
Peekskill their headquarters in 1776, 1777
and 1778 It was the home of Pierre Van
Cortlandt, member of Colonial Assemnbly,
member of the ‘Second, Third and Fourth
Provisional Congresses, president of the
Committee of Public Snfaty, a framer of the
State Constitution, first Lieutenant-Governor
of the State of-New York, Colonel of Manor
of Cortlandt Regiment Erected by the
Daughters of the Revolution of the State of
New York, Jan. 19, 1004,

The tablet was presented by Mrs: D.
Phmenix Ingraham of New. York, and ac-
cepted by Edgar F. Dunning, who now
owns and occupies the house. Several ad-
dresses were made. A luncheon followed
the ceremonies.
